Tiiii-'  report  of  the  19/j.2  grading  of  Pennsylvania  canning-'  crops  is  issued  to 
f;;ive  ,^'ro^'''--irs,  canners,  processors  or  other  interested  parties  the   current  status 
of  grarlin^^  in  tne  State  with  coaiparisons  for  previous  years,  together  vdth  data 
on  avera^,e  gx'ades.  prices  and  yields  of  prinicpal  canning  crops. 

The  purchase  of  canning  crops  on  the  basis  of  official  grades  has  become 
standard  for  apples,  cherries,  grapes  and  tomatoes.  Also  it  has  been  increasing 
steadily  on  small  fruits,  berries,  corn,  peas  and  beans. 


During  194^  Pennsylvania  processors  purchased  3^>3»857,009  pounds  of  fruits

and  vegetables  for  Drocessing  on  the  basis  of  official  grades  binder  }^edeiai-  Slate 
inspection.  This  was  the  highest  ."^'or  any  seasoi^  since  the  c^r:uiiag  ^^^ork  started 
during  1927.  The  previous  record  ;vas  312,405,000  pounds  inspe'.^.ted  in  VV^l. 

D^xring  1942  the  grading  of  canning  crops  in  Pennsylvania  v;as  operated  under 
the  joint  supervision  of  the  United  States  and  Pennsvlvania  Departments  of 
Agriculture.  In  previous  years  this  work  vas  carried  on  as  a  -tate  enterprise 
but  received  assistance  and  guidance  from  the  U.  ?.  Departraont,  particularly  in 
the  furnishing  of  trained  inspectors  and  in  the  interpretation  of  grades.  This 
cooperation  from  the  U.  S.  D.  A.  has  been  greatly  appreciated.  The  Pennsyl- 
vania Department  also  takes  this  means  of  expressing  appreciation  to  grov/ers  and 
processors  who  have  cooperated  to  make  this  work  successful. 

Applications  received  ac  the  Department  of  Agricultui*e  indicate  an  increase 
in  inspector  locations  in  the  State  during  1943  over  any  previous  year.  ?^hether 
the  total  volume  of  products  inspected  will  likewise  increase  will  of  course 
depend  on  crop  conditions*
